THE CORBIN CHARTER 


The following comment on the 
defeat of the Corbin charter in the 
Commons, taken from the Spokane 
Spokesman-Review, is not only 
interesting but instructive: 

When the Corbin charter was 
atta betore the Dominion par- 
iament, the Canadian Pacific 
kicked up a great dust over 
Spokane’s interest in the matter, 
It was said that Spokane wanted 
the road built that it might draw 
away Canadian business from 
Canadian interests. As a matter 
of tact, there will be little business 
in Boundary Creek until the 
country has railroads, and the 
building of the Corbin line wouid 
have thrown three times as much 
new business to Canadians as it 
would have aronane Spokane. 

Spokane’s real interest in the 
charter sprang from quite another 
consideration. It 16 anxious that 
the Colville reseryation on this 
side of the border should be put in 
connection with the railway 
systems ot the country, and it was 
feared that if Mr. Corbin failed to 
get the Boundary Creek charter he 
would not build this /eummer, into 
the reservation camp. 

Now it is practically assured 
that the Spokane Falls & Northern 
will be built into Republic and 
other reservation camps, charter 
or nocharter, and built at once. 
Spokane is almost indifferent to 
the ultimate fate of the Boundar 
Creek extension. Certainly it will 
lose a great deal less from the de- 
feat of that measure than will be| 
lost by the mining and business 
interests of Southern British Col- 
umbia, which have been sacrificed 
to Cunadian Pacific greed and 
monopoly. If Canada is deter- 
mined to try the Corean policy of 
non-intercourse, and expel rail- 
way carriers as China and Corea 
did vessels trying to ascend their 
rivers for trade, she will have the 
sympathy of this country but not 
its ill-will, Alittle experience on 
the other side of the line, a little 
patience on this side, and Canada 
will be glad enough to drop her 
mistaken policy of exclusiveness,

THE INLAND ROUTES 

Mr. Jno. A. Grose, who by the 
way is said to be an agent of the 
Minister of the Interior, has 
written a short letter to the 
Montreal Star condemning the 
Peace river route to the Yakon. 
Under date of March 27 Mr, Grose 
writes that all his party are wel! 
and were camped on the banks of 
Peace river; that the trip so far 
had been a diflicult one, the party 
having lost most of their horses; 
that the party was building boats 
to go down the Athabasca and 
Mackenzie rivers; that hay is $10 
a ton and coal oil $2.50 a gallon 
and “thatit would be difficult to 
find words strong enough to con- 
demn the action of the papers who 
have advocated this trail as a 
soute to the Yukon,” 

The trouble with Mr. Gruse and 
his party is that like many others 
they disregarded the vice of 
people who knew what they were 
talking about. It has never been 
contended by those on the spot 
that the Peace-Nelson-Liard route 
was a winter route and nobody 
was more surprised than the 
people of Calgary and Edmonton 
at the hundreds of Klondikers 
who have poured in with the 
intention of trying to reach 
Dawson City on sleighs, All the 
advertising of the overland route 
that has been done by Tur 
HeraLp and the Edmonton 
Bulletin was with the sole view 
to its use during the summer, at 
least until such time as supply

there is known to be good grazing, 
plenty of water and abundant 
opportunities for prospecting on 
the way.

The argument against a 
partisan revision was strong and well 
resented, but the members who made 
it were voted down. Another intet- 
esting debate arose over the question 
whether the proposed act is consti- 
tutional. Mr. Haggart takes the 
ground that while the parhament of 
Canada bas the power to adopt the 
provincial franchise of any particular 
particular time, it cannot delegate to 
another body the power to change the 
federal franchise at its own will. Mr. 
Powell and Mr. Borden also have 
doubts on the constitutional question, 

but the Solicitor General seems to 
satisfied that he is safe. The govern- 
ment got some comfort out of a speech 
of Mr. Belcourt, who read a clause of 
the proposea constitution of the Aus- 
tralian federation, assigning the con- 
trol of the federal franchise to the 
local legislatures. This comfort was 
afterwards rudely taken away by Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper, who showed 
that Mr, Belcourt was reading from 
the covstitutiou proposed in 1801. 
The subsequent conventions in 1897 
and 1808 changed all that and trans- 
ferred the federal franchise to federal

A REFORMER SNUFFED OUT 
Three other pubiie bilis of some 
general interest were before the House 
of Commons during the week.

DEAR Sir,—I would not wish to re- 
view what was done at che meeting of 
the Western Stock Grower’s Associa- 
tion in Calgary. on April 14, if it wore 
not that owing to the interruption of 
traffic on the Macleod branch of the 
C, P. R. a strong representstion from 
Pineher Creek, with a large number 
of votes, which had started for Cal- 
gary was unzhle to attend the meet- 
ing. The members were particularly 
anxious to be at the meeting as they 
considered the new brand ordinance 
the most important and serious ques- 
tion that has yet come before the 
association; and asthe mever of the 
resolution condemning the new sys- 
temof branding. and also as the 
representative of Pincher Creek, I am 
unwiliing that it should go on record 
that the association as a body approv- 
ed the new system, 

In moving the resolution I did so 
entirely on my own opinion, as I had 
been abroad and did not know the 
feeling of niy Own district, Since my 
return I find that the subject had been 
thoroughly discussed by stockmen last 
winter throughout this district, and 
they are united in strongly condemn- 
ing it, and if the members who had 
started had been able to reach the 
meeting, my resolution, or an equiva- 
lent one, would have been carried, 
as Tam aware of the votes on each 
side. Asit willbe too late to leave 
the matter to a discussion on the min- 
utes at the next meeting of the asso- 
ciation, I think it right te let these 
facts be known at once, 

There is a point that has escaped 
notice regarding the new brands; viz.: 
the deterioration in the value of hides 
that it will cause, which may lead to 
deduction in the price of onr cattle. I 


have animals that under the 
new ordinance would have 15 
letters or numerals (more than 


half the alphabet) on their side, and if 
sold to be held in this country they 
would have 21 such marks on them, 
Thisisa reductio ad absurdum argu- 
argument against the law, which con- 
demns it because cannot be carried 
out. In regard to my stock the 15 
figures would have been required on 
the animal before it was 3ix months 
old, I defy anyone to put that number 
ona calf sufficiently large to be a 
brand, and how stockmen who have 
had practical experience with brands 
on their different ranges can uphold 
such a system surprises me. They 
are carried away with the many ex- 
cellent points I grant the system has 
on paper, but not on the prairie. The 
question is toc serious a one to our 
property for us to experiment with 
or alter afterwards, like a game law 
or a school law, It is likely to incur the 
fate prophesied by Bscon of all hasty 
reforms in any difficult legal system 
of being “full of doings and undoings, 
like the reelings of a drunken man,” 
and create more evils than it destroys, 
Queensland is the only part of Aus- 
tralia, 1 believe, where the system has 
heen adopted. In the Argentine,

GREAT MILITARY ACTIVITY 
IN FRANCE 


Rumours Without Foundation 
—British Sympathy Divided 
_. Much Interest in Admiral 
Dewey's Movements The 
Portuguese Leaning. 


Kry West, April 27.--The armored 
cruiser New York, the monitor Pari- 
tan and the second class — cruiser 
Cincinnati bombarded the forts of 
Matanzas this afternoor. The engage- 
ment began at 12:50 p.ne., and closed 
at15. No casualties are reported on 
the United States side, Great damage 
is known to have been done to Man- 
tanzas, and it is believed that there 
was serious loss of life. 

On Boarp FLacsuir New York, 
Orr HAVANA, April 28, 7 am,-—The 
United States blockade continues 
without incident, Last night was 
uneventful, 
pedo boat Dapent arrived from Man- 
tazas and reported that there had 
been no more firing there and that the 
blockade was effectively established, 
The engagement commenced at 12:57 
and ceased at 1:15, The object of the 
atlack was to prevent the completion 
of earth works at Punta Garda, A 
battery on the outward arm opened 
fire on the flagship and this was also 
shelled, About twelve eight inch 
shells were tired from the eastern 
forts all of which fell short. About 
five or six shells were fired from the 
half completed buttery. — Twoof these 
whizzed over the New York and one 


fellshort. The ships lett the bay for | 


the open sea with the object of discov- 
ering the whereabouts of the batteries 
and have succeeded in their object, 
In the nexghborhood of three handred 
shots were put on land from the three 
ships at arange of from 4,000 to 7,000 
yards. Rear Admiral Sampson when 
asked if be was satisfied with the 
result said: ‘ Yes, lam expected to 
be.” The half completed Spanish 
earth works on the battery were all 
ploughed up by the shells, All the 
ships engaged showed excellent marks- 
manship througbont the engagement. 
When they were firing at the shortest 
range nearly every shell took effect. 
The forts, which were bombarded, 
were on a low lying pomt and were 
considered merely earthworks and 
they did not make a good target, yet 
when the big guns were fired at the 
shortest range, portions of the fort 
could be seen flving in the air every 
shot, The flagship returned to 
Havana and the Puritan and Cincin- 
nati were left on Mantanzas station, 


Wasuineros, April 28,—The war 
situation is substantially this: The 
blockadiog squadron remains passive 
before Havana with no present pur- 
0se Of bombardinent or drawing the 
ire of the shore batteries, The strateg- 
etiical purpose of an effective blockade 
of the Cuban capital is being accomp 
lished to the entire satisfaction of the 
authorities here. There is at present 
no indication thata part of the fleet 
will be withdrawn for the purpose of 
affording additional protection to the 
North Atlantic ports. As to the report 
of the imminence of u naval battle off 
the Philippine Islands, navel authori- 
ties seriously doubt whether the 
Spanish fleet will makea stand against 
the United States ships. Their reason 
for this belief is that the Spanish fleet 
is very inferior both in number and 
quality to the United States force 
under Admiral Dewey. The depart- 
ment therefore is satisfied that the 
Spanish fleet will not go to battle on 
the high seas with Admiral Dewey, 
but will remain in port to secure the 
protection of the batteries of Manila, 
and is not expecting an engagement 
for about two days. 


MaApnip, April 28, 6 p-m.—The Gov- 
ernment’s agent at Manila telegraphs 
that an engagement between the 
Spanish and American squadrons is 
hourly expected, 

Bayonne, France, April Mail 
advices from Madrid dated yesterday 
say that the Spanish squadron sailed 
yesterday.

Presuming that the admiral is bound 
directly for Manila a calculation made 
at the navy depariment shows that ke 
will arrive about 2 o'clock on Saturday 
morning (Manila time) which is about 
twelve hours earlier than our own, 


Hone Kona, April 90.—It is denied 
that the eoegiips fleet has left Manila 
to meet the United States squadron 
On the contrary it is asserted that the 
Spanish warships will remain in Man- 
ila bay.
